Pedaling for AIDS awareness

Dan Stypa, of River Road, is 
putting foot to pedal to peddle 
AIDS awareness. 

Mr. Stypa, a long time AIDS 
education supporter and one of 
the founders of AIDS Action of 
Andover, will ride in the Boston- 
to-New York AIDS Ride Septem- 
ber 12-14, hoping to raise money 
to fund treatment and care of 
patients, and research into the 
disease. He decided to join the 
ride this year because he has 
“encountered many people 
whose lives have been affected 
by the disease” and he wanted to 
make a positive impact on their 
situation. 

There will be about 3,400 rid- 
ers in making the 275-mile treck 
through the hilly country of 
western Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut. 

“It’s going to be a tough trip,” 
said Mr. Stypa, who has been rid- 
ing his bike six days a week and 
more than 100 miles on the week- 
ends. 

To participate in the ride, Mr. 


Stypa, a pastoral staff member at 
St. Briged in Lexington, must 
raise a minimum of $1,500, 
although he hopes to raise much 
more. 

“My goal is to raise $7,000- 
$10,000, ideally,” Mr. Stypa said. 

The proceeds from the ride 
benefit Fenway Community 
Health Center in Boston. 

“It’s basically New England’s 
largest caregiver to people living 
with HIV and AIDS,” Mr. Stypa 
said. “It is a leader in caregiving 
and also sponsors a lot of AIDS 
research.” 

Although Mr. Stypa has not 
yet raised the minimum $1,500 in 
pledges, he remains optimistic 
that more people will sponsor 
him. 

“I’m hoping. I know I can do 
the ride, Y think people will be 
generous,” Mr. Stypa said. “The 
money benefits a lot of people 
who cannot afford health insur- 
ance or the new, costly drug 
cocktails that are available.”

at Pomps Pond 


Dan Tremblay of the Health Depart- 
ment had a brief scare last week when 
the coliform bacteria reading for 
Pomps Pond came in much higher 
than usual. 


“IT would have closed it for 


bathing,” he said, because high col- 
iform levels can indicate possible con- 
tamination from sewage, he said. 

He put the Girl Scouts and Recre- 
ation Department on notice of the test- 
ing, becuase they are groups likely to 
bring people swimming to the pond. 

But the dangerous levels of 
bacteria quickly decreased and stayed 
down. 

The suspect? Bacteria counts go up 
when geese respond to nature’s call, 
Tremblay said, and the test had been 
taken in an area with a robust goose 
population.

manager provided a lot of information 
for residents. 

“Tt was an open exchange of thoughts 
and ideas. We’re hopeful that selectmen 
will decide against the lights,” he said 
Tuesday. 

Mr. McDermitt said residents are 
concerned that having lights at the field 
for night soccer would “compromise the 
character of the neighborhood.” 

Neighbors are also concered about 
the lack of parking, traffic safety and the 
potential for public drinking and urinat- 
ing, Mr. McDermitt said. 

“The current thinking is that they’d 
hold athletic events until 10 p.m. most 
evenings,” he said. 

Lisa Wilson, the town facilities coor- 
dinator, said the project was not intend- 
ed to create a lit area seven nights a 
week, and she does not anticipate that 
many requests. 

“I think the residents are prepared 
for the worst,” she said. “These are fami- 
ly sports and spectator activities, and 
families want to get home,” she said of 
the potential for late night activity. 
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Mrs. Wilson added that she expects 
lighting the area would reduce underage 
drinking. 

Richard Gagnon of the Andover Soc- 
cer Association, a group that often uses 
the soccer fields, said he didn’t have any 
specific plans for night soccer yet, but 
would enjoy the accommodation. 

Mr. Gagnon said he grew up near the 
Doherty Middle School, which is some- 
what lit on the outside, and believes a 
field lit at night is good for the communi- 
ty. 

“IT see seniors walking, kids 
rollerblading. My kids all learned to ride 
bikes by Doherty. 

“T find that it’s generally used for 
wholesome activities,” he said. 

James L. Bamford, superintendent of 
parks and grounds, said the lighting 
design - four lights on 60-foot poles - 
would illuminate the soccer field direct- 
ly and the peripheral running track 
indirectly. 

“(The light) fades out to nothing 
beyond the track. If you walked from the 
field to your car on Balmoral or York 
Street, you’d be completely in the dark,” 
he said. 

Mr. McDermitt doesn’t buy that 
thinking. 

“And then there’s the real world,” he 


said. “Certainly there is no 
question in the minds of 
neighbors that the 
spillover from those lights 
would have a negative 
impact on our well being,” 
he said.

Although the contractor says the architect 
still hasn’t provided some designs it needs for 
work that must be completed for school to 
open, both the contractor and the town man- 
ager say, overall, summer work is progress- 
ing at Andover High School. 

“We’re making good progress. That’s my 
observation and I’m out there every day. The 
electricians — and that’s a big piece of what 
we’re doing — are working nights and Satur- 
days,” said Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski. 
“I’m pleased with what I’m seeing out there. 


On an average day last week there were about , 


34 people on the job, and a lot of trades were 
represented.” 

Perhaps most crucial are the projects com- 
piled by the town into a list of 21 items. 
Andover officials have said these 21 items 
must be finished for the school to open Sept. 4. 

“The work itself is moving along,” said 
David Patrick, president of Stone Building, 
one-half of contractor Stone-Congress. 
“Everything we have has been (completed) or 
is in the process of being completed.” 

But Mr. Patrick said Stone-Congress has 
not received all the documents it needs to 
build the 21 items. 

“We're still struggling to get the informa- 
tion from the architects (Earl R. Flansburgh + 
Associates),” he said. 

“We're still getting items piece by piece,” 
said Tom Silva, the contractor’s project man- 
ager. “As of Aug. 7, I did my last update, and 
as of Aug. 7 we needed documents for seven 
items out of the 21. 

Since then, the contractor has received a 
few other of these designs, but not all of them, 
said Mr. Silva. 

“We get documents constantly, by the 
hour,” he said. “We just got something Aug. 
11 to install emergency lighting in the kitchen 
area and it said to install it by Aug. 15. 

“This is what we have to deal with — last- 
minute, piece-meal type of work,” he said.

The construction work force 
has increased at Andover High 
School. Not only are there now 
nearly three dozen Stone- 
Congress workers toiling at the 
site each day, but there’s another 
construction company as well. 

Andover has hired Gloucester 
Construction to reinforce the 
structural integrity of a staircase 
in the cafeteria and to re-install a 
temporary wall, said Town Man- 
ager Buzz Stapezynski. 

The staircase support has been 
a matter of bitter contention 
between contractor Stone-

While the architect has said 
Stone-Congress shouldn’t have 
cut a support strap for the stair- 
case, Stone-Congress has main- 
tained that Flansburgh’s draw- 
ings called for it to be cut.

preparation for accelerated sum- 
mer work, but the town later told 
Stone-Congress not to do the work 
during the summer. As a result, 
the temporary wall needs to be 
back before the opening of school. 

Although Mr. Stapczynski said 
the town is within its rights to 
hire another contractor for specif- 
ic work, he noted “it can create as 
many problems as it resolves.”

being finger pointers. We can’t seem to convey 
the point that we’ve been damaged,” he said. 

Congress filed a $1.7 million law suit 
against the architect and the town just months 
into the project claiming the architect's 
designs are seriously flawed and are costing 
the contractor a significant amount. 

Mr. Patrick said Stone-Congress hoped to 
convince people that the architect’s designs 
are seriously flawed by talking about the pro- 
ject’s design issues. But he indicated he now 
believes Stone-Congress can’t convince people 
of this and talking about the designs only 
makes people think Stone-Congress is part of 
the problem. 

“We're just going to fulfill our contract and 
get the work done,” said Mr. Patrick. “As 
(architect) David Soleau said, we’re down to 
only 8 percent of the job left. I’m not sure why 
the design isn’t complete if there’s only 8 per- 
cent left, but you’ll have to ask him.”

another contractor after Stone-Congress, and 
now Gloucester Construction, are done their 
work. 

In the past, Jim Marsh, School Building 
Committee chairman, has talked about hiring 
another firm to complete the extra items 
approved by 1996 Town Meeting attendees. 
Voters supported funding another $2.43 mil- 
lion for the High School project to bulk up the 
contingency fund and to pay for projects such 
as rebuilding the outdoor track, replacing win- 
dows and installing curtains in the new field 
house. 

Although the town no longer has funds to 
pay for these items because of expensive 
changes that have been made to the arch itect’s 
design, some officials hope residents will 
again approve more money through a capital 
improvement plan.

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Lost lane won’t mean backups, says state

As Route 28 construc- 
tion work near Phillips 
Academy begins forcing 
traffic into one lane in 
each direction, some 
residents say they’re 
beginning to see north- 
bound traffic back up. 
They fear that when 
things really get busy in 
just a few weeks when 
summer vacations end, 
those backups will get 
much worse. 

But state officials 
maintain that today’s 
traffic isn’t necessarily 
a sign of traffic to come. 

“Tt’s tough to calla 
traffic impact when the 
construction hasn’t 
been completed yet,” 
said Patricia Leaven- 
worth, district 4 opera- 
tions engineer for the 
Mass. Highway depart- 
ment. “It’s tough to say 
because there’s a bottle- 
neck now, you’re going 
to have a bottleneck 
afterward. We don’t 
expect to have any prob- 
lems afterward.” 

Ms. Leavenworth 
said once the construc- 
tion is complete, the 
new design “should pro- 
vide a decent level of 
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While curbing, grading, 
paving and painting of the road- 
way remains to be done, Ms. 
Leavenworth said, “It looks like 
they’re pretty much on sched- 
ule for a fall completion.” 

Road crews have been 
installing the conduits needed 
to operate new traffic lights, 
and they will install three new 
sets of lights at the intersec- 
tions with Wheeler Street, 
School Street and Chapel 
Avenue, and Salem Street, said 
Ms. Leavenworth. 

These lights will have a 
slightly different timing than 
the current set, to help traffic to 
flow more freely, she said. 

“The new signals will have 
their own timing and phasing,” 
said Ms. Leavenworth. “I think 
once you see the signals timed 
and the final pavement mark- 
ings (painted), that should pro- 
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vide a decent level of service 
through there.” 

A traffic and safety study 
was completed during the win- 
ter of 1995-1996, and the state 
finished designing plans during 
April 1996, said Ms. Leaven- 
worth. Phillips Academy repre- 
sentatives have said the road 
construction was one of the 
cheapest ways to make the area 
safer for students crossing the 
state highway. 

According to the school, the 
problem with the two-lane 
design was that if one lane of 
traffic stopped for a pedestrian 
but a car in the other lane 
didn’t realize someone was 
crossing, both the student and 
the driver could be dangerously 
screened by the stopped car 
from seeing one another until 
the pedestrian stepped into the 
other lane.

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A dream takes flight 


More than seven years ago, Larry Goff began 
building his own airplane. Now, 18,000 parts 
and 2,200 hours later, he’s airborne.

Larry Goff got high last week. 

And not only was it perfectly legal, 
but when the Andover resident came 
down, he landed in one of the more 
unique clubs in the world. 

Mr. Goff, an electrical engineer with 
Analogic Corporation in Wakefield, left 
the ground at Lawrence Airport in an 
airplane he built himself - a feat that 
only a few thousand other Americans 
have accomplished. There might be a 
dozen or so in New England, but he 
knows of none who have built the one 
he is now flying. 

The maiden flight of his single- 
engine GlasAir two-seater was essen- 
tially uneventful, which was just the 
way he wanted it. The only minor prob- 
lem was with a generator that he hopes 
to have fixed by this weekend, in time 
for a party with family and friends to 
celebrate the completion of the project. 

Otherwise, “the engine is fine, and 
the airframe is flying fine,” he said. 

After more than seven years, the 
assembly of 18,000 parts (including hun- 
dreds of major components, some of 
them hand-crafted) and somewhere 
around 2,200 hours of labor, that was 
very good news for Mr. Goff, his wife 
Rhonda and their three children. 

“They deserve a lot of credit,” he 
said of his family putting up with what 
at times became a somewhat consum- 
ing hobby. “I did it mostly on Saturdays 
and Sundays, about 10 to 15 hours a 
week, so that was a lot of weekend time 
away.” 

Mr. Goff, who moved to Andover sev- 
en years ago, said he became interested 
in building his own aircraft after flying 
rented planes for a number of years. 

“T was flying for pleasure, but I 
wasn’t getting a whole lot of pleasure

pay approximately $300,000 in 
back taxes owed on her proper- 
ty. (Mr. Reilly said those taxes 
have not yet been paid.) 

As for the One Elm Square 
unit on the auction block 
Thursday, High Street Realty 
Trust had owned the basement 
unit since the mid-’80s, but had 
not paid taxes on the property 
since around 1989, said Mr. 
Reilly. 

Connie Grant, assistant 
treasurer, said the Elm Square 
unit was auctioned off because 
selling it was a win-win situa- 
tion for Andover. 

“It had come to the town. 
The town owned it and we had 


out of it,” he said, “and to buy some- 
thing like a Cessna 182 can cost you a 
quarter of a million dollars.” 

Aircraft and related equipment, Mr. 
Goff said, is extremely high priced par- 
tially because of liability issues and 
partially because they are not mass pro- 
duced. An airplane engine like the one 
he is using is less complex than an auto 
engine, he said, but “it’s not built in vol- 
ume.” 

The kit he bought from Stoddard- 
Hamilton, a company near Seattle, 
Washington, cost about $22,000, but did 
not include the engine. While he won’t 
divulge the total price, he’s happy to 
say he thinks he has a superior plane 
for a price that is not even close to that 
of a Cessna. 

There were other advantages besides 
price to building his own plane, howev- 
er. “You can maintain it yourself,” he 
said, instead of being required to have 
the manufacturer do an annual inspec- 
tion, “and you can fly the kind of air- 
plane you want.” 

In Mr. Goff’s case, he has a sleek, 
fiberglass machine that cruises at an 
airspeed of about 200 miles per hour 
instead of the 120 or so of a Cessna. It 
also has retractable gear, the “blade 
pitch” of the prop can be controlled and 
the antennas are on the inside, making 
it much more efficient. 

“It’s a very good cross country 
plane,” he says. “I can get about 1,000 
miles on a tank of gas. It’s the kind of 
plane where you can hop down to Flori- 
da for the weekend pretty easily.” 

While the plane was assembled from 
a kit, it is still classified as an “experi- 
mental” aircraft, because it was not fac- 
tory built. It is therefore limited to per- 
sonal and educational use. 

While Mr. Goff was confident in both 
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Shakedown - After about an hour and a half in the air, Larry Goff 
was working this week on a generator. Otherwise, he says, his early 
flight trials went fine. 


the design and his construction efforts, 
he admitted to having somewhat of a 
case of nerves before the first test flight 
of the plane last week, especially after 
hearing of another experimental air- 
craft builder from Massachusetts who 
crashed and was killed in a test flight. 
He said he did a number of ground 
tests, including low- and high-speed 
taxi tests where the plane doesn’t leave 
the ground, and the pilot can make sure 
the plane has a proper center of gravity. 
But eventually, “you just have to 


For that first flight, he had a chaser 
plane with two pilots following him. At 
midweek, he only had 1.6 hours in the 
air, and for the first 25 hours of flight, 
the rules require him to stay within 25 
miles of the airport. 

But he should have those hours well 
out of the way before trips to Florida 
start to look tempting. 

Meanwhile, he’s planning to cele- 
brate this Sunday with about 90 family 
members and friends.

Visitors tap Historical 
Society in family 


research

Sherry Gould, 42, of Bradford, N.H., 
and Fletcher Blanchard, 72, of Northville, 
N.Y., discovered each other on the Inter- 
net, and met in Andover last week. 

They were mistaken for a couple by an 
Andover gas station attendant when Ms. 
Gould mentioned in a casual conversa- 
tion that they had met on the Web. 

According to Ms. Gould, the atten- 
dant’s eyes were wide as saucers. 

“You mean this is a date?” he asked. 

Ms. Gould laughed and explained that 
she and Mr. Blanchard were distant 
cousins who chose to meet at the Andover 
Historical Society to do some genealogical 
research. 

Ms. Gould discovered that she has lin- 
eage in two historic Andover families, the 
Blanchards and the Ingalls. 

“T was a little nervous that they had 
intermarried earlier, when there were 
only 13 families in Andover,” she said, 
but was happy to discover it was a one 
time deal. 

Mr. Blanchard, who maintains a list of 
his lineage on the Internet, knew the 
Blanchards had settled in Andover but 
was surprised to discover in his meeting 
with Ms. Gould at the society that he was 
sitting in the Amos Blanchard House 
itself, where the society is based. 

“When you walk into an unknown 
community and all of a sudden you have 
this tie, it’s intriguing,” Mr. Blanchard 
said. 


A growing trend 

Ms. Gould and Mr. Blanchard are not 
unusual visitors at the society. More and 
more people are interested in researching 
their roots, said Peg Hughes, assistant to 
the executive director at the society, and 
more of them are finding information in 
Andover. 

The records at the Historical Society 
include more than 9,000 photographs and 
negatives, hundreds of family files, 
births, deaths and marriages recorded in 
church and town records, street directo- 
ries, copies of the Andover Townsman 
from its first issue in 1887, books by 
Andover authors from Harriet Beecher 
Stowe to Elizabeth Stuart Phelps to Jay 
Leno, and some of the first books printed 
in Andover. 

Files also include large handwritten 
genealogical charts (more than 250 feet of 
manuscripts) kept by original settlers. 
Ms. Gould obtained a copy of one chart of 
her family line. 

“It’s draped the railing by my stair- 
way. There’s no wall big enough,” she 
said. 

The most valuable resource Ms. Gould 
found there was a series of genealogical 
essays by Charlotte Helen Abbot that 
include more than just the facts. 

“There are all kinds of stories that fill 
out the picture for you,” Ms. Gould said, 
like information about what her ances- 
tors’ professions were, where they moved 
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Record keepers - Tom Edmonds, curator of the Andover Historical 
Society, and Peg Hughes, assistant to the director, help visitors trace 
their genealogy. The books on the table include the town’s vital 
records from 1646-1850, Bill Dalton’s Local Touch and James Doher- 


ty’s Andover as I Remember It. 


and even the stories of why they fought 
with each other. 

“Lord knows where she dug up all this 
information, but she weaves it in in such 
a nice way,” she said. 

Ms. Hughes said she thinks the soci- 
ety’s collection of research materials is 
more popular with people who know 
what they’re looking for, rather than 
browsers. 

Curator Tom Edmonds agreed. 

“The library is somewhat confined. 
This is a serious research facility,” he 
said. 


Genealogical addiction 

While many people consider genealogi- 
cal research a hobby rather than a seri- 
ous undertaking, even weekend research- 
es find it hard to stop once they’ve started. 

“It’s addictive, certainly,” Mr. Blan- 
chard said. He began looking into his fam- 
ily tree five years ago after he retired 
from teaching electrical engineering. 

He posted the list of Blanchards on the 
Internet more than a year ago, and mem- 
bership continues to grow, he said. 

The group is moderate in size — about 
115 members — and includes some active 
users who reply to posted messages and 
supply information, and some passive 


members who just read for information. 

Mr. Blanchard considers Ms. Gould 
one of his most active members. 

She said she’s also learned more about 
history since she began to research her 
family. 

“You go to school and you look at histo- 
ry and you think, ‘This is boring. What 
does this have to do with me?’ I can still 
only tell you about the first half of the 
Revolution(ary War), the part that is my 
story. That makes it come alive,” she said. 

Doing research online has also made 
history come alive for many, including 
Ms. Gould. 

“Besides the wide and immediate 
access, the nasty stuff you have to put up 
with around the ’Net just doesn’t exist. 
You’ll never find anything rude on 
genealogy newsgroups,” she said. 

For a family name list, membership is 
moderate, Mr. Blanchard said, but it does 
span the nation, and includes residents of 
California, Canada and England. 

“We had one in New Zealand but we 
lost him,” he said. 

Mr. Edmonds said he’s noticed the His- 
torical Society is growing in popularity 
with international visitors, many of 
whom discover and even come looking 
for an Andover tie.

Detective work 

Margaret Roberts is one of six 
volunteers who help provide answers to 
genealogical questions using library 
materials. She’s been volunteering since 
1978, and noted an increase in the number 
of requests for information, in person and 
by mail 

“Tt is a little bit of detective work. Some 
come from as far away as Andover, Eng- 
land,” she said. 

She once helped a Scottish man find 
his childhood home. Born in Andover, he 
was a member of the Smith family, Scot- 
tish immigrants who settled in Andover 
and opened the Smith and Dove flax 
mills. 

She once answered queries from a 
Canadian man writing a book on the his- 
tory of soccer, who found that an Andover 
team won the world soccer championship 
in 1926. 

When Scottish settlers opened and 
operated mills in Andover, they brought 
soccer to America — and hired Scottish 
professional soccer players to come to 
America just for competitions, Ms. 
Roberts said. 

Many of the out-of-town visitors who 
can trace roots back to Andover have fol- 
lowed the trail of the Yankee exodus, 
when early New England settlers began 
to move through New York state, the 
Ohio Valley and Arkansas to California, 
according to Ms. Roberts. 

But local residents have a stake in 
their heritage as well. 

Andover attorney Dick Moody, a mem- 
ber of the Andover Historical Society’s 
board of trustees, said he often refers real 
estate clients to the society who want to 
research historic homes like the Abbot 
house at 72 Central St., which was recent- 
ly sold outside the Abbot family for the 
first time after nine generations. 

“There’s a whole lot of background 
that goes with these homes,” Mr. Moody 
said, like the story of a resident who was 
struck by lightning while drinking cider 
in the doorway of 116 Osgood St. 

Mr. Edmonds said he’s found local and 
national visitors looking of relatives who 
were involved in the highly publicized 
witch trials of 1692. While Salem is known 
as the center of witch hysteria, more than 
50 Andover residents were accused of 
witchcraft, more than in any other town. 

The Historical Society is planning a 
re-enactment of the witch trials for 
September, 1998, but with a 20th century 
understanding of the event as a tragedy 
of religious persecution, Mr. Edmonds 
said. 

Andover was settled mostly by educat- 
ed English families, often land develop- 
ers, who left the country to avoid reli- 
gious persecution. 

When the English first settled in 
Andover in 1646, it was formed as a theoc- 
racy, or community governed by reli- 
gion, the breakdown of which led to 
witch hysteria, he said. 

While the area known as North 
Andover today was actually the territory 
first settled by the English, Andover 
bought the name when the towns split in 
1856; they paid in $500 cash and a fire 
pumper for the rights, Mr. Edmonds said.

Take lights 


fight to people = 


In the great, cosmic financial scheme 
of things, it’s pretty small stuff. 

The $72,000 set aside to install lights at 
the Lower Shawsheen Field is less than 
one-tenth of 1 percent of an annual bud- 
get of about $74 million. 

But typically, such _ relatively 
infinitesimal expenditures tend to pro- 
voke the most heated debate. And that is 
the case here, where a group of angry 
neighbors will come before the Zoning 
Board of Appeals tonight to argue that 
those lights should never be turned on. 

‘Their cause is understandable, even 
commendable. One of the best things 
about home ownership is that it causes 
people to care deeply about their proper- 


These residents believe that lighting 
the field will change the character of 
their neighborhood for the worse. They 
worry about their property values and 
their quality of life. 

Those are all very legitimate con- 
cerns, and they deserve to be heard. But 
they don’t justify the current methods 
being used to eliminate the lights. 

In this case, the 1996 annual Town 
Meeting voted (by an overwhelming 
majority) to approve the improvements 
to the park, including the lights. 

Now, more than a year later, those 
who don’t like that vote are trying to get 
a town board to throw it out. 

Besides the usual quality of life 
issues, they are arguing that voters 
didn’t really know what they were vot- 
ing on at the time. 

That is a tempting argument to make. 
But take it to its illogical conclusion, 
and everybody who gets elected without 
a unanimous vote ought to be recalled, 
since the minority can always contend 
that the majority didn’t know what they 
were doing. 


The place for the neighbors to make 
their case was before their fellow voters, 
more than a year ago. 

That is the responsibility of citizens 
in a participatory democracy. 

Perhaps they could have changed the 
minds of voters. Certainly they could 
have been heard in what is still called 
the purest form of democracy. 

But asking a town board to run inter- 
ference for them now is less than demo- 
cratic, and unfair to everybody else. 

Perhaps even at this late date, a possi- 
ble compromise would be to convince 
officials to postpone that construction 
until next year, and take the matter 
back to town meeting. 

But as long as the decision was legal, 
and the Building Inspector has already 
ruled that it is, the final word belongs to 
the people - all the people.

Town should improve 
recycling efforts 


Editor, Townsman: 

I thank the Townsman for Rebecca Lip- 
chitz’s Aug. 7 article regarding NESWC 
bills and recycling in Andover. While I 
question the retrofit of the NESWC incin- 
erator, I hope we can be inspired by the 
official encouragement to recycle and 
improve our trash practices. 

I recognize Mr. Finegold’s efforts to 
save the NESWC towns’ money, but I 
struggle with the concept of taxpayers’ 
money being used to purchase Wheelabra- 
tor Corporation a “beautiful” new piece of 
capital equipment (the retrofit). 

The towns voting for 2005 contracts, 
such as Andover, are being asked to pay 
for equipment that will be useful well 
beyond the life of the contract. Further- 
more, we are continuing to support a com- 
pany that has an appalling environmental 
track record (according to the Citizen’s 
Clearinghouse for Hazardous Wastes) 
earning itself a place in the INFACT hall of 
shame (INFACT is a corporate watchdog 
group). 

If we agree to fully retrofit the plant for 
Wheelabrator Corporation’s purposes, we 
are repeating the same environmental and 
economic mistakes that were made when 
the contract with the NESWC communi- 
ties was first executed. How can the state 
support contracts that waste both taxpay- 
ers’ money and environmental resources? 

I was encouraged by the article high- 
lighting recycling. Our contract with 
Wheelabrator Corporation has been con- 
sidered a disincentive to recycling. It has 
been argued that we cannot step up recy- 
cling efforts because we still have to pay 
Wheelabrator for the additional tons recy- 
cled. Apparently we can sell off our excess 
Guaranteed Annual Tonnage (GAT) and 
recoup the cost of recycling. 

I would like to see Andover fall much 
shorter of its GAT, attain the state goal of 
46 percent recycling in the year 2000 and 
acquire good trash practices for the future. 
I believe Andover can do much better with 
some education. 

Just a couple of years ago my recycling 
efforts were unconsciously halfhearted. I 
became aware of this while participating 
in a national ECO team program with 
friends. I was highly motivated to recycle 
when I discovered how our trash was dis- 
posed of and the environmental conse- 
quences of incineration. I was quickly frus- 
trated by the limited opportunities in 
Andover. 

From my experience, we can do better 
with Andover’s recycling program today, 
and we should expand the program in the 
future. When the trash goes out to the 
curb, we can see that more #1 and #2 plas- 
tics and aluminum cans could be recycled 
on Saturday morning. In the future, we 
must expand curbside recycling. Let us 
recycle cardboard, all plastics, waxed and 
aseptic containers and more. To ensure 
participation, Andover could consider a 
pay-per-bag system, recently endorsed by 
Trudy Coxe (the state’s executive secre- 
tary of environmental affairs). Under this 
system, recyclables are picked up for free, 


but each resident pays for their trash dis- 
posal by the bag. The city of Worcester 
achieved a 56 percent recycling rate with a 
pay-per-bag system and full curbside recy- 
cling. 

A sure way to reduce the costs of trash 
disposal is to reduce the volume of trash. 
To compensate for the growth of trash in 
Andover, we should explore means to 
reduce and reuse trash, and thus free mon- 
ey for other services. 

There are plenty of ways to reduce 
trash, including composting, cloth bags 
and using both sides of paper. We should 
focus on the origin of trash - the retail 
stores — to help us develop a plan. 

In Germany, under a green spot pro- 
gram, the customer can leave packaging in 
the store to be disposed of at the retailer’s 
expense. If retailers were made aware of 
Andover’s priorities regarding trash, they 
could find ways to create less trash for the 
consumer, save us the cost of disposal and 
save money themselves. 

For further inspiration, look at Holton 
Hills, a community in the province of 
Ontario. I understand that they have 
implemented an impressive trash manage- 
ment program that focuses on waste reduc- 
tion and educating the public. The commu- 
nity has established a center to recycle, 
reuse, repair and share items. 

I look forward to seeing Andover 
improve its trash practices for both eco- 
nomic and environmental reasons. Pro- 
gressive trash management is what the 
state should be encouraging and subsidiz- 
ing.

The top three reasons 
to block Walgreen 


Editor, Townsman: 

The following letter was sent to the 
chairman of the Planning Board, regard- 
ing the proposed Walgreen store at Main 
and Stevens streets: 

Michael Miller, Esq., 

Chairman, Andover Planning Board 

Dear Mr. Miller: 

I am writing this letter because I will be 
unable to attend the Aug. 12 meeting of the 
Planning Board. 

My wife, my daughter, 10, and I live on 
Harding Street near the intersection of 
Main Street, close to the site of this pro- 
posed project. I would like to express 
extreme opposition to the idea of a Wal- 
green on that site. 

This area has become increasingly con- 
gested during recent years, and the quality 
of life of the town — its most precious com- 
modity — is beginning to be negatively 
affected by pockets of intense auto traffic 
around the downtown area, including this 
spot. This congestion makes it more diffi- 
cult to walk in these areas, to cross Main 
Street safely and to enjoy the scenic town 
vistas that makes Andover unique. 

I urge you to reject this proposal for a 
Walgreen retail store on this site. Here are 
my specific points: 

1. No need for pharmacy: As was point- 
ed out in an earlier meeting, Andover does 
not need yet another retail pharmacy. We 


have CVS, Brooks and the LeTourneau 
pharmacy being built at Shawsheen Vil- 
lage, to name just a few. There is no 
absence of market competition. 

2. Floodplain — bad location: The partic- 
ular site across Stevens Street is a flood- 
plain and was submerged during last 
year’s major rainstorm. 

3. Integrity of downtown definition: One 
of my neighbors made an interesting com- 
ment at the last meeting that bears repeat- 
ing: If you come off Route 495 to Andover, 
and there is Shawsheen Plaza, now a Wild 
Harvest, etc. etc. ... and more and more 
stores ... it discourages people from going 
all the way to the center of town - to the 
real center, and therefore dilutes the beau- 
ty and concept of our town center. It 
becomes just another Route 9 in Framing- 
ham, or Route 1 in Saugus. Is that what we 
want? 

3. Unsafe for elderly, children: Just 
stand and watch people trying to cross 
Main Street to go to the Post Office. This is 
not a walk-friendly area any longer, and it 
is time to draw the line in policy and plan- 
ning to change this in Andover. Building a 
“drive-through” pharmacy increases the 
congestion at that area, no matter how 
much modification of Stevens Street is 
offered. 

It is just bad public policy to continue to 
offer opportunities for corporations to 
build more “drive-through” national retail 
chain formats when the essence of a town 
like Andover is supposed to be just the con- 
trary — a place where individuals, families, 
and elderly can walk comfortably and 
interact with their neighbors. In my opin- 
ion, this should be a basic operating tenet 
of the Planning Board. 

Let our public decisions reflect the kind 
of community we want to live in. Please 
reject this Walgreen proposal entirely. 
Let’s work together to find a better use of 
that land.

A pitch for support 
of bilingual ed 


Editor, Townsman: 

Most of those who criticize bilingual 
education programs are not bilingual 
themselves, nor have they spent even one 
day in a bilingual classroom. Unfortunate- 
ly, the actual facts about bilingual educa- 
tion rarely see the light of day. 

Here are some of those pertinent facts, 
adapted from a report by the National 
Association for Bilingual Education (1995). 

1. There is consensus among 
researchers as to the effectiveness of bilin- 
gual education. Two key studies of thou- 
sands of students were validated by the 
National Academy of Sciences in 1992. A 
more recently completed longitudinal 
study of 42,000 student records per school 
year (Grades K-12) makes conclusions 
about the effectiveness of various language 
acquisition models. 

That study (V. Collier and W. Thomas, 
1996) determined that for limited English 
proficient (LEP) students, academic suc- 
cess in high school and beyond depends on 
three key factors: (a) Cognitively-complex 


academic instruction through students’ 
first language for as long as possible, and 
through the second language for part of the 
day; (b) Use of active, discovery-oriented 
learning approaches to the curriculum in 
both the first and second languages; and (c) 
A supportive, affirming environment in 
which bilingualism (for all students) is 
perceived as the advantage that it is, as 
well as opportunities for integration with 
native English speakers. 

2. The studies validated by the National 
Academy of Sciences found that in the 
transitional bilingual programs they 
examined, English was used a majority of 
the time, even in grades K-2. By grades 3 
and 4, students and teachers were using 
English more than 80 percent of the time. 

3. Providing limited English-proficient 
(LEP) students with substantial instruc- 
tion in their native language does not 
interfere with or delay their acquisition of 
English language skills. 

4. There is a great difference between 
conversational skills in the second lan- 
guage and the ability to handle academic 
work on grade level. For anyone to become 
proficient in the language necessary for 
higher-level academic thinking requires at 
least five to seven years of study. 

Yet the great majority of students who 
receive services are pushed out of bilin- 
gual ed classes after two or three years. I 
have seen some third-graders plummet 
from doing “A” work to a continuous pat- 
tern of failure because they were pushed 
out of dual-language classrooms too early. 

5. High dropout rates of LEP students 
cannot be blamed on bilingual education 
because, nationwide, only 25 percent of 
such students are taught in a bilingual pro- 


6. Examples of turn-of-the-century 
immigrants learning English well and suc- 
ceeding in the American job market are 
exceptions to the rule that are not applica- 
ble to today’s high skills labor needs. Many 
such students dropped out during their ele- 
mentary school years and fed the unskilled 
job market, in which even children were 
fair game. 

7. Contrary to popular opinion, there is 
a long tradition of bilingual education in 
the United States that dates from the 18th 
and 19th centuries. > 

8. Polls show that language-minority 
communities solidly support bilingual 
education. 

10. It is true that when an LEP student 
enters the school system at the fifth grade 
or higher, that student is likely to face a 
longer struggle to learn the language 
because of the much more complex 
English necessary to handle the more 
advanced subject matter of junior and 
senior high school. This is all the more rea- 
son to offer that student an excellent bilin- 
gual program that builds on previous 
knowledge. 

I urge all readers, as well as city afd 
state decision-makers to search out the 
facts about bilingual education before 
making rash judgments that will affect the 
lives of countless students and their fami- 
lies.

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Cops tackle racing robb

A robbery investigation came to a 
screeching halt last Thursday with the 
tackle of an alleged Andover felon 
behirid Memorial Hall Library. 

The arrest came after a short car 
pursuit and more lengthy foot chase 
through downtown Andover for the 
convicted criminal, who could now 
spend 20 years in prison. 

Police arrested Anthony Whitcomb, 
22, formerly of Bulfinch Drive, a man 
who police say joined James H. Riddle, 
20, of 47 Memorial Cr., in stealing thou- 
sands of dollars worth of property from 
a River Road family’s home. Mr. Riddle 
was arrested earlier in the week. 

Police were looking for Mr. Whit- 
comb Aug. 7, when they saw him travel- 
ing west on Chestnut Street in a green 
Mitsubishi with two other men. Travel- 
ing east, detectives in an unmarked 
vehicle sent tire smoke swirling as they 
banged a quick U-turn. They followed 
the car behind The Cycle Shop and 
chased two men who jumped from the 
vehicle and ran down a hole and then 
across the municipal lot. 

“The cops cornered them. The kids 
opened up the door and bailed out. The 
cops were right after them,” said Jerry 
Gauron, the bike shop owner. “It was

“We weren't after the other two guys 
in the car, but one ran,” said Det. Don- 
ald Pattullo. “The driver didn’t. We 
didn’t have any problem with him obvi- 
ously.” ; 

The driver declined to comment to a 
reporter, and was allowed to leave the 
scene with his vehicle. Police were not 
interested in arresting the other man 
who ran either. 

Mr. Whitcomb was tackled behind 
the library by Officer Edward Higgen- 
bottom. He had a stolen ring on his fin- 
ger and threatened to kill Det. Pattullo 
when he gets out of jail, the detective 
said. 

Mr. Whitcomb was still being held 
on $2,500 bail this week, but Mr. Riddle 
posted bail and then did not show up 
for a court appearance, said Det. Pattul- 
lo. 

“These guys have long records. 
They’ve been around. Whitcomb is on 
parole for knocking down an 81-year- 
old woman in her house” for money, he 
said. 

Mr. Whitcomb was also allegedly 
involved with an unarmed robbery at 
Andover High School last February. 
Police are putting together a case 
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against Mr. Riddle for allegedly passing 
a number of falsified checks in the 
downtown area, said Det. Pattullo. 


Current case 

Police say the latest charges against 
the two Andover men stem from a Mon- 
day, Aug. 4, theft from a River Road 
home. 

With her parents away, an Andover 
teen decided to throw a party down- 
stairs in her house, said police 

“She had a few friends over and a 
couple of uninvited friends (Mr. Riddle 
and Mr. Whitcomb)”, said Det. Pattullo. 
“While people were downstairs, these 
two bums went upstairs, took what 
they could get their hands on and threw 
it out the window.” 

Mr. Whitcomb and Mr. Riddle 
allegedly took savings bonds, check 
books, a laptop computer, a mobile 
phone, and more than $5,000 in jewelry. 

“Anything that wasn’t nailed down, 
they took,” said Det. Pattullo. “We got 
about 90 percent back but we're still in 
the process of looking for some other 
stuff.” Among the items still missing 
are a credit card and some pieces of 
jewelry. 

Police said the young River Road 
host did not notice these items missing

until her parents returned home and 
assumed someone had broken into 
their home. When police could not find 
any sign of a forced entry, the teen con- 
firmed she had thrown a party there, 
said police. 

Mr. Riddle was arrested Aug. 6. 
Police said he tried Aug. 5 to cash a 
check for $300 that he made out to him- 
self. Mr. Riddle was charged with 
forgery, uttering a forged instrument, 
and larceny over $250, to go along with 
the warrant charges for his alleged 
involvement with the River Road inci- 
dent. For the River Road theft he was 
charged with entering a dwelling dur- 
ing the night to commit a felony for ille- 
gally entering the parents’ closet, injur- 
ing a depository of valuables for rum- 
maging through two strong boxes, and 
larceny over $250. 

After police tackled, wrestled and 
placed Mr. Whitcomb in custody, they 
added to his identical larceny charges 
the charges of resisting arrest and 
receiving stolen property valued at 
more than $250 because of the stolen 
ring he was wearing. He was also 
charged with threatening to commit a 
crime for the alleged threat to kill Det. 
Pattullo when he gets out of jail.
